The  new  products  —  a  three-coin  set,  an  uncirculated  set  and  a  circulating  set  —  feature 
coins  in  the  new  United  States  Mint  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters  Program,  which  will  honor  a  national  park  or  site  in  each 
state,  the  District  of  Columbia  and  five  U.S.  territories  beginning  this  year.

The  2010  sets  showcase  the  first  five  quarters  released  in  the  program:  Hot  Springs  National  Park  (Arkansas);  Yellowstone 
National  Park  (Wyoming);  Yosemite  National  Park  (California);  Grand  Canyon  National  Park  (Arizona);  and  Mount  Hood 
National  Forest  (Oregon).  The  new  sets  are. 

*  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters  Three-Coin  Set  ($13.95)  —  one  uncirculated  coin  from  the  United  States  Mint  at 
Philadelphia,  one  uncirculated  coin  from  the  United  States  Mint  at  Denver,  and  one  proof  coin  from  the  United  States  Mint  at 
San  Francisco.  The  first  set  issued  under  the  Online  Subscription  Program  contains  three  Hot  Springs  National  Park  quarters. 
Subsequent  sets  will  contain  three  quarters  for  each  national  park  or  site  when  it  is  released. 

*  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters  Uncirculated  Coin  Set  ($21.95)  —  five  uncirculated  coins  from  the  United  States  Mint  at 
Philadelphia  and  five  uncirculated  coins  from  the  United  States  Mint  at  Denver  in  2010.  Subsequent  sets  will  contain  the 
quarters  issued  in  that  year. 

*  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters  Circulating  Coin  Set  ($9.95)  —  five  circulating-quality  coins  from  the  United  States  Mint 
at  Philadelphia  and  five  circulating-quality  coins  from  the  United  States  Mint  at  Denver  issued  in  2010.  Subsequent  sets  will 
contain  the  quarters  issued  in  that  year.
